The Maryland State Police has received your request under the Public Information Act (Annotated Code 
of Mainland, General Provisions Article §§4-101 through 4-601) seeking records related to all cases regarding 
unsolved missing persons, homicides, suspicious deaths, and deaths in custody involving Alaska 
Native/American Indian woman or girl victims within our jurisdiction(s). 

This letter is to inform you that Maryland State Police maintains large volumes of records, however upon 
further inspection into our databases, it has been noted that the Maryland State Police cannot locate any homicide 
information under the code for Native American/Alaskan Women in our system, which has been used since 2013. 
Additionally, in our old system, prior to 2013, there is no records indicating homicides under the race code for 
Native American/Alaskan Women.

You may seek judicial review of this decision in the appropriate Circuit Court in accordance with GP §4-362. 
You may also seek dispute resolution in accordance with GP §4-lB-04.
